At the beginning of 1968, with 600 
members, VVAW opened a national office, 
founded the first GI newspaper, 

"Vietnam 61," and sent close to 500 
veterans into the McCarthy campaign 
to beat down the red baiters . After 
getting gassed at the Democratic 
convention at Chicago and caught 
in the general "down" of the peace 
movement , VVAW was nearly inactive 
until the moratoriums in -the fall 
of 1969.

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VINCENT THEODORE LEE is the former 
National Office'' D^ector of the Fair 
Play for Cuba Cdiim£ttaa)(FPCC)'and j.n February, 1964 
stated that the FPCC was dead. 



The April 6, 1960, edition of the 
"New York Tiroes" newspaper contained a full 
page advertisement captioned "What Is 
Really Happening In Cuba", placed by the 
Fair Play for Cuba Cotanittee '(FPCC). This 
advertisement announced the formation of 
the FECC In New York City and declared the 
ETCC intended to promulgate "The truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted ^nerlcan Press. 

The Nov«nber 23, 1963, edition of 
the "New York Times" reported that Senator 
THOMAS J. DODD, of Connecticut had called 
FP^ "the chief public relations instrument 
of the Castro netwoiic in the United States". 

It is to be noted that Senator Dodd was a ' 
member of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 

The December 27, 1963, edition of 
"The New York World Telegram and Sun", 
newspaper stated that the pro-Castro 
FPCC was seeking to go out of business 
and that Its prune activity during its life- 
time had been sponsorship of pro-Castro 
street rallies and mass picket lines, and 
the direction of an active propaganda mill 
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highlighting illegal travel -to -Cuba 
campaims. Its cofoparatively brief 
spaa of life was attributed to mounting 
anti-Castro American public opinion, 
the 1962 Congressional hearings which 
disclosed FFCC financing by Castro's 
United Nations Delegation, and 
ultimately, the bad publicity which the 
FPCC received from disclosure of 
activities on its behalf by suspected 
presidential assassin Lee H. Oswald.

The "Ohio State Latern," an OSU daily 
student newspaper generally circulated on 
the OSU campus. Columbus, Ohio, in its 
May 8, 1972. issue, in an article captioned, 
"Anti-War Rally Set for Today," described 
the Indochina Coalition as a recently 
formed group opposing the war in Indochina. 

"OUR CHOKING TIMES" 


"Our Choking Times" is a black stu- 
dent newspaper published on the campus of 
OSU, which appears irregularly while school 
is in session. 


The November 28. 1972. edition of the "Ohio 
State Lantern" contained an article which noted that the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the War, incorporated, was pre- 
senting a series of "rap" sessions in various dormitories 
to acquaint students with the VAW*s conception of the 
"truth behind the Vietnam War." Films were to be shown 
and the "Pentagon Papers" were to be the source of truth. 
According to the article, education is the goal of VAW 
to keep people informed about the Vietnam War. The 
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announcement was made by Dinu " »ft.ke ‘* Rehner, described as a 
junior student from Worthington t'^' btiiQ . There is no indi- 
cation in the “Lantern" as to how' many sessions were held 
nor if they were successful. 

A fifth confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, on January 31, 1973, 
advised that a very few unidentified members of VAW from' 
Columbus, Ohio, traveled to Washington, D.C., to participate 
in the demonstrations in connection with the Presidential _ 
Inauguration. January 20, 1973, but the gathering was held 
there, not in Columbus- Source had no information as to 
wfiat action took' place in Columbus prior to that date and 
stated the activities of VAW in Columbus, Ohio, are pre- 
sently at a very low state.

The conference began at approziaately 9 a.m., 
on March 2, 1973, with the chairman being WtLIAB> TIMOTHY 
MOORE, WAW leader o1( Tampa, Florida. Those attending 
the conference signed a list wbleh was maintained by Scott 
Camll, Southeast Regional Coordinator of the WAW. 

The first order of business taken up during the 
conference was chapter reports from throughout the state. 
Reports were given for Jackson^le, Gainesville, Tallahassee, 
St. Petersburg, Tampa, Miami, and Broward County, Florida. 

A discussion was held concerning changing the name 
of the WAW due to the fact that the Vietnam War is over, and 
the present name may not appear relevant to the overall 
population.

Most individuals speaking indicated that they \jere 
encountering a tough tine organising WAV? chapters, 
especially with the end of the Vietnam War as there was 
no real issue at this point. 'Canil also noted that the 
VVAK was in desperate need of money in the Cainesville, 
area, especially with the upcoming trial of the "Cainesville 
Eight" since that trial will cost approximately !^125,00f). 

Approximately two hours of the conference was 
taken up with the discussion concerning the changing of 
the WAV? name. It was proposed that the name be changed 
to Vietnam Veterans Against V/ars to indicate that the group 
was against all wars not 'ust the Vietnaja War. It was 
pointed out, however, that WAV? had already established 
its reputation on a National basis and it would be difficult 
to re-educate the population to the name change. 

It was noted during this discussion of the W^.V? 
name change that WAV? had proof that 24 Central Intelligence 
Agency Agents' have been dispatched to the Philippines because 
of anticipated uprising in that particular area and this 
night be one area that could be highlighted since the end 
of the Vietnam War. In addition, it was suggested that 
all WAV? chapters throughout the country boycott Gulf Oil 
Corporation as that enterprise is backing the Portuguese 
Army which is fighting against the natives of Angola, South 
Africa. No conclusions were reached as to the change of 
the WAV' name, however, it was decided to leave any name 
change up to the National Office. 

After lunch, Scott Camil made a few brief remarks 
suggesting in a sly way that he could not do all the work 
and suggested that a Regional Steering Committee be set 
up to run WAV? in the southeast region.

It was also noted that probably within a month, 
this charge would be raised to $3, with 51 going to each 
tJie local chapter, the regional organization, and the National 
Office. It was also noted that V'M'N Regionally as well as 
Nationally is in desparate need of money, especially due to 
the trial of the "Gainesville Eight." 

This topic led directly into a discussion on the' 
"Gainesville Eight" which was handled by ‘eainii and he 
noted that they anticipated the case would be dismissed on 
Tuesday, March C, 1973, when a, preliminary hearing would be 
held in Pensacola, Florida, due to two facts; one being 
that one of the lav;yers handling the defense of the 
"Gainesville Eight" had his briefcase stolen allegedly by 
Federal Agents; and two, that the Federal Government had 
wire taps on the "Gainesville Eight." If dismissal of 
the case was unsuccessful, Camil noted they wuld rather 
have the trial in Gainesville, Florida, as they expect 
demonstrators from all over the country to come to 
Gainesville, Florida, during the trial period. In antici- 
pation of this, they have been working with local interest 
groups to provide food, shelter, and medical supplies.

All arrangements have been made to handle these items 
for the demonstrators, however, should the trial be 
moved to Pensacola, no facilities exist at this location 
to handle these matters and consequently, in the event 
the trial is set for Pensacola, VVAW is desperately trying 
to establish a chapter in Pensacola, Florida. 

In addition, Canil indicated that all VVAW chapters 
throughout the United States have been urged and instructed 
to hold demonstrations in cities where VVAW chapters exist 
during the trial of the "Gainesville Eight." It is hoped 
through these demonstrations to receive national media 
coverage such as was received by the "Chicago Seven." 

Tallahassee, Florida, then led a 
discussio^concerning the "County Fair." She indicated 
that this merely was the code name for the Peoples 
Revolutionary Farm located a few miles south of Selma, 

Alabama, wliere 22 acres of land had been donated to build 
a city or nation within the confines of the United States. 

Each chapter of the VVAW was urged to gather medical supplies, 
money, and any other items which might be of help to 
individuals running this fan^^further the permanent 
establishment of this farm, ^^^^vindicated that she had 
the address if anyone d^^^^^^^write or send anything to 
this particular group. also suggested that in order 

to build any national organization, it is necessary to 
get the backing of some union and/or other large organization. 
She noted this enables the particular group involved to 
draw on the union and/or organization membership to 
generate support for a particular issue as well as to receive 
financial backing. As a result of this discussion, it was 
voted and approved that VVAW support the United Farm Workers 
Union. 
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The entire conference was held in a forum type 
style, and the main individuals handling the discussions

VIETNAli VETERANS AGAINST THE WAR (VVAW) 


A source, with whom insufficient contact has been 
had to determine reliability, but whose known activities 
would place him in a position to possess excellent infor- 
mation concerning the activities of anti-war groups in the 
Philadelphia area, furnished the following information on 
March 9, 1973 J 



In December, 1971t members of the WAW held an 
encampment in Valley Forge^mWhen a group of WAV/nerabers took over 
the Statue of Liberty in New York City, those at the encamp- 
ment talked of "taking over" Independence Hall. Various 
suggestions were given as to what should be done at Indepen- 
dence Hall, including one suggestion of using grappling hooks 
to pull the Liberty Dell out of Independence Hall into the 
street. The group decided to enter Independence Hall and went 
to Philadelphia from Valley Forge at 2:30 a.n., on December 
27j 1971. Their plans were to enter Independence Hall by the 
second floor. If any guards were inside Independence Hall they 
v/ould be put out and the group would then take the period fur- 
niture in Independence Hall and bairfcade the doors with the 
furniture. For police to get into Independence Hall they would 
then have to destroy the furniture. Police would be told of 
the above. 


The group entered Philadelphia, went to the Friends 
Meeting House at 4th and Arch Streets, and sent out "scouts" 
to reconnoiter Independence Hall, The "scouts" came back and 
told WAVv at Friends Meeting House that the Philadelphia Police 
had completely surroimded Independence Hall. The group then 
decided to invade the Betsy Ross House and entered the Betsy 
Ross House through the second floor. They were later put out 
of the Betsy Ross House and arrested by the Philadelphia Police 
Department.

The VVAW was founded in the soring of 
1367 by six young Vietnam veterans 
in New York City. At the beginning of 
1968, with 600 members, VVAW opened a 
national office, founded the first GI 
newspaper, "Vietnam GI", and sent 
close to 500 veterans into the McCarthy 
campaign to beat down the red baiters. 
After getting gassed at the Democratic 
convention at Chicago and caught in the 
general "doi-m" of the peace movement, 

VVAW was nearly inactive until the 
moratoriums in the fall of 1969. Members 
of VVAW led student strikes on major 
campuses across the country and battled 
Veterans Administration Hospital 
authorities over threats to throw 
amputee Vietnam veterans out for signing 
anti-war petitions. At present, member- 
ship of the VVAW, nationally, consists of 
8,500 members.

Members of the Topeka WAV) were in. attendance at 
the meeting and brought up the fact that they do not trust 
the Black United front of Cairo and want to make an issue 
out of auditing their books. The Toneka delegation advised 
they wonder what happens to the medical suoplies and goods 
that they give to the Black United Front as they have not 
heard where the items have gone. 
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The Sacramento Chapter of the WAW was formed 
in 10/71, and ultimately reached a total of ten manbers. 

Its lodging and meeting place at 1618 H Street, Sacramento, 
burned to the ground over the Thanksgiving, 1972 weekend, 
and the organization died at that time. It had already 
been on the verge of extinction from lack of funds and lack 
of interest by both the public and the returning Vietnam 
veterans themselves. It would seem that the end of the war 
and the return of the POUs have effectively slammed the lid 
on any possibility of regeneration. 

The self-expressed objectives of the Sacramento 
WAW group were twofold: namely, to press toward ending 
the war and to assist Vietnam veterans in matters pertain- 
ing to housing, education, employment, adjusting to civilian 
life, etc. During its year-long existence, the members 
consistently rejected violence or disorder in any form 
at no time acted outside the law in expressing their 
dissent and objection to^the war.

Three week* after the May 4. 1970 bHiass at Kent State 
Uaivcniiy, Ohio itaie Seoaior end KSU administrator 
Robert E. Stockdale told a hand-picked gronp of Ohio 
newsmen: 

We need a rcat. Mateoide tauhiaance lyiiem that 
could tdcnrify iheie [radfcabi eeuld |nb the nectstary 
1^1 mcchanici and could wiib the cooferatioa of na- 
doaal autberiiiai identify, coaoia and lid ounelsa of 
ihii type of profeadooal leourge. Ihii tnt of thiat k 
• eery rtamtiil We have to be able m ideniify and rid 
our eaiBpusee ptclly ouick of the omi 100 or 200 . . . 
with a tniAiflial amount of lefal procedurei wbicb almoai 
makes it essential that uoder eetlaio coadiliodt we'ie 
(ona to have to have a ted alert which would ta aside 
soote of the slew. sIo«eoly^• you'ic ii>f>oc«i)i until 
provcA fuilty traditioo. 

Two years later, oo the eveoiog of April 24, 1972. 
Kent city police oIReen, acting m Mormadon from two 
local aitomeys. staked out the parking lot of a pre- 
dominantly student-occupied ^tanmeoi complea. Two 
persons came out of one of the buildings. They were 
Reinhold "Ron" Mohr and Alan Morris. Both wen 
KSU students and both were members of the campus 
chapter of the Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
(WAW). On a prearranged sign^ from Motiis the 
^ice moved in and arrested At that time they 
had no idea who Mohr w«. AH the city police knew 
about him was that he was ennying a Chinese-made 
AK^7 automatic rifi«-Mhe kind by the North 
Vietnamese Army— and a Chtntte-made. rockei-pr^ 
pelled grenade-launchec (RPO>. They knew too that 
Mohr had been trying to pass the weapons to members 
of (he VVAW, saying. TMy’re good to kill pigs with." 

Mohr was taken to the city police station for boMting. 
Once there, he revealed hhn^ to be an undercover 
agent for the KSU seevrity force (the campus p^ce). 
His assignment, he said, had been to inhhraie the VVAW 
and other radical and anti-war gro<q». Mohr was held 
overnight, pending a decision on the legality of hit pos- 
session of die weapons by agents of the Youngstown office 
of the Alctdiol, Ta> and Rreaems Division of the Internal 
Revenue Service. The neat nsoming federal agents found 
(be weapons 10 be inoperable. After be had signed them 
over to (he federal authorities. Mohr was released. 

Both weapons were declared ioqieiable because there 
was no ammunition at hand for them. In addition, the 
AK^7 had a hole drilled b its gas chainbet chanpog 
it from an automilic to « aiagte-^ riDe. The question 
of (he legality or illegality of (be weapoos was thus 
carefully sKle-sicppcd, and, under subs^ueot question- 
ing by newsmen, KSU direclor of security. lames Fyke, 
admitted that the weapons were "not necesssiily 
legal." A few weeks lalcr, whBe appearing before the 
Campus Security Advisory Cononioec (CSAC), com- 
posed of faculty and studmus. I^ike diaagcd hit posItiOD 
somewhat. He said. "Under fedeid pdicy any police 
officer working b any uadercover matus is aulosailcany 
exempted until such time ns he comes back to the sur- 
face from any of these Blegal gun ktnb of violaboM." 
Subsequent cheeks made by CSAC asembets at three 
other IRS branch offices b Ohb have dit c lo tc d that 
mere potscstton of the firing mechaaism ^ alber weapon 
— mudi less the whole weapon — h illegal. 

In Ibe days following Mo^s arren— which was made 
possible by a (ip to the VVAW from a campus security 
officer— a series of accusations were made against him. 
Members of the Joe Hill CoBecrive, a Manisl-orieoted 
descendant of the Students for a Democratic Society, filed 
a aeries of affidaviu stating that Hobc had tried to induce 
them to dynamite Rockwell Hall, a }-siory granite and 
brick building that houses (be KSU Army and Air FOrce 
ROTCdepWmenis and the student records office. Another 
person daimed (hat Mohr had let tqi a plan with the 
"place, time and dates" to kffi three Kent city police 
oAcen. This person refused to sign an affidavit because 
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Other memben of the Kent community have admU 
buying marijuatta. amphetaounes and cbeorieri ha! 
cbogens such as LSD from Mohr, both for their own 
and tor nsale. Appar e ntly, though, Mohr’s dng b 
fieUag is legal under a recent deebon handed down 
the U S. Ninth District Court of Appeals. Rtdbg 
another case, the court hdd that undereover po>' 
ofhoen irere penniued to buy, sell and otberwuo i 
illegal drugs in order to mainiab and R 

images. 

Mohr's arrest came ti a tense lime os the cam] 
—the week before (he second aonivenaiy of the May > 
murders. Students demanded ihet eetioo be taken b f 
vent a recurrence of the use of uudercover agenu. F; 
denounced the arresi and ihe resulibg uproar as a It 
issue" and "a test of my credibility and honesty." 
was.- he said, "deliberately created as a hoax. These kii 
ol lies." be said, "an putting us b t 1984-type rit> 
lion." The whole incident was the result of "the ^r: 
offensive of a combination of aniichlsis and stiny^ 
individuals" led by a "wen-trained cadre who know tk 
revolutionary manual well.'’ 

Speaking to Ihe CSAC, Fyke said: 

Whai we have done is quite lege], quite ethical. W< 
have not invaded Ihe privacy of any persons. This i 
the question 1 have not rnolved in three yean a 
Kent Stale — who are these people who sK inv^ve> 
in these political activities that have been harmed in uj 
way by tfteel or indirect surveillance? Students, I think 
are always paranoid about something or other. Thu L 
the nature of bioi.a student. Now Mr. Mohr’s privac' 
has been invaded. He hu been publicly detained, flbcy. 
took away lus oonaUbitional a^ civil Hbeitles by a- 
posiai him. 

Newly appointed KSU president, Glenn CMda, a lots 
ambassador to Ibe United Nations Economic and Soc 
Council and Nixon campaign adviser, told (be Duffy K< 
Slater that "before he came to KSU he would not bn 
bdIbVed ihe level of (Bscowent tmoiR the studeMt t: 
faculty over secnifiy and would not have bdieved mb 
cover agents would heve hid such au impuct on t 
community." As * result of inctcaung student piesii 
from the Mohr ifftir. Olds on May 1 isaied a "Rmo 
mended Policy Stetement on SurvelDanee.'' (WBu 
McKinley. OMs’t executive aaristant, hu since call 

(he statement— ptepaied by the CSAC— a "buneh 

garbage" and o^nly admitted that its release waa 
more than a ruse oo Olds's part to deftue a poieatia 
explosive situation.) 

Two main ptrints were made in the r ec o mm e n d 
Policy «?w«tivent First, sun-^noce— or secret watehi 
as (Ik CSAC called U— would not occur unleas there w< 
probable cause to believe that a crime was either bei 
planned or being committed and no other appnpii 
investigaiive techniques were avaOabU. Putheanare, 
surveillance were to become necestaiy, the tBrecior 
security would notify the president of the unive

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AppeariAf before (he CSAC, Fyke objected <o the 
requinment of wri((ea ooeifieeiioo; ii was nodoly cus»> 
bersome aod impnctical. Fuethef. be tahl; ~l am hot 
privileged to discuss these cases with ihe presideet be- 
cause he is the puUic. It would mi be lei;sMy or ethically 
possible for me 10 do so." Accortfag to Fyke, be was 
responsible not to tbe universily presidcM but to the 
Portage County prosecutor and tbe law ibtector of tbe 
city of Kent. Continuing, Fyke said. "I (eel that tbeic is 
no police agency— bar rume— whiA lakes iia oath c4 
office seriously thsi can operate wHboui covert, secret 
surveillance activitiei on occasion. Once somebody says 
someihinf to sMiher person the cbou^ is so leogn 
private, it is puMie. Therefore lor me to overbear you 
make the comment or (or cne to be the third person in 
a -group when you make (he cgmiBesi does sot ^t me 
in (he role o( being an eavesdropper or surveiUer. If y«i 
don't want anybody to know h. don't say it. Pon’t 
write it. Don't do anything with it." 

Tbe second main point in the proposed Policy State- 
ment wat (hat no itudenit would be employ^ m used 
voluntarily by the K$U teeuriiy force for sutveiUaoee. nor 
would th^ be paid fot Mocmation voluntarily given. 
Full-time police officers wbo attended school were 
ciAcally eaempted. Mobr was just such a case. <M this 
point, (hough, B. Earle Roberts, chainsao of (be criminal 
justice studies depanment at KSU and chaimao U the 
CSAC, told me: "I don't deny that there arc undercover 
tgenU on campus who are unpaid aod who are conslanily 
giving information and inielligesce. It's pan <d the limu.'’ 
Then, warming to (he subject, he eonchided; "It'S in the 
fineu tradition of American law enfoccesKnl.” 

Fyke expanded on this point before Ihe CSAC. "I have 
probably 100 persons who os a volooiaty basis repon 
various activities d what they (eel is a criminal nature." 
There ace. he said, '‘informers « every single gtoup, 
indiiding some of Itic most covert, supeiseciei members of 
Ihe most radical, militant orgaaizmioas.'* 

One of Ihe most useful groups of inldiiiieTS. Fyke lotd 
(he CSAC, was the Faculty Senate Observets. a ^oup tel 
up after (he 1970 killings to provide usbiased DOaitoriog 
of demonstrations f<w the. facully’s inforBatioQ and 
guidance. Recognizing the implicaiioas of what F^e bad 
said, CSAC member and ehem tst iy profenor, Allen 

RabwUch, burst out: "If (hat statement wHb regard to 
Ihe Faculty Senate Observets gets out of (Us oominlllee. 
they’ie destroyed. <hic constituted duty is to be objective 
observers reporting back eadusively to the Faculty 
Senate.” 


While the CSAC-fHtfc pnqxMcd Policy Statemeal 
laid down guidelines on the use <d undetcover agents by 
the KSU security force, it made no meuion whatsoever 
of their use by other police agencies. Early lari November 
Fyke admitted that he knew that agents (rem the Portage 
CMnty sherifTs office, the (our-couMy re^onal drug 
control agency, the Mio Stale Patrol, the Ohio Stale 
narcoUcs squad, the Ohio Bureau of Crisunal Investiga- 
tion and a federal task force were opertihy on campus. 
He said that other agencies, too, may have had agents 
working on campus at that time but he ^ not kaow for 
..._ u. tu-vni Unmui nt Invea- 


On the same .day that he promulgated the proposed 
Policy Staiemr-' Olds announced that photographic sur- 
veillance won' jt restricted to "specific maiten related 
to current criminal cases." Three weeks later, the Siaei 
carried a front-page picture of KSU security officer lerrj 
Frankhouser. dressed in civilian dolhes and carrying a 
camera at the site of an anti-ROTC demoostratioa. Upor 
being challenged by Staler reporters. Frankhouser sbowee 
■hem a press pass indenilfying him as a photographei 
for the Cleveland Frets. A bit later the Slater reponen 
saw Frankhouser pass a roll of film to a uniforraec 
KSU security officer. Their suspicion further aroused 
■hey called Ihe Press and were told that Fiaokhousei 
hid done no work for the paper in more Ihu foui 
years. 

Frankhouscr's use of press credentials was not withou 
precedent at Kent, in (une 1969. Margaret Ann Murvay 
a KSU student, appeared before (he U.5. House Interna 
Security Committee and told them how, during th 
previous school year, she had assisted Ihe KSU securit; 
force while acting as news director of the campus statioe 
WKSU. After recording interviews with student activist; 
or taping the proceedings of political meetings, she wouJt 
duplicate her tapes and pass them to I^U securit) 
officers. 

On May 4, 1970, a man with a camera is said to havi 
tun screaming and waving a pistol from ibe |iyv>(ings oi 
Blanket Hill. The Scranton Commission and tbe FBI 
identified the man'as Terry Norman, a free-lance pht^ 
lapher. Yei others have said that Norman braced re- 
peatedly 10 friends that he was employed by ibe FBI 
Further, newsmen from the NBC news ^reaua in Akror 
aod QevdaBd uncovered ibe fact ibat Noman had bee 
employed as a KSU security offieer. FoUowtog the kflUng 
81 Kent they tracked him to assignmeau. fiiii witb tb 
Washiogtoa. D.C.. Foliee Departncai and, Don lecesttly 
with tbe Miami, Fla.. Folire Depanmant. After sot 
than a year of uying. the NBC newsmen were unaUe tt 
get a saiislaciory report Iron tbe FBI as to whethe ot bO 
Terry Norman's pistol had been fired on May 4. 1970. 



Immediaiely following Mohr's arrest. Olds it 
siructed Ihe CSAC to investigate the incideol and hs widi 
implications. The focus of their inveiigalion sbifle 
rapidly from the Mobr case to the inieUigence opeiatioi 
ol the KSU security force in general. Fyke, hims^, neatl 
drew the connection between the Mohr incideiit an 
the security force’s general policies. He told the CSAC 
"One of Ibe purposes of undercover agents is gellin 
intelligence. I do not deny the at all. It is bat rare and 
is not exceptional. It's just a continuing kind of tldn 
where once you've sutned one agent you can pul le 
more men out to follow up those btanchn (tom the first 
Almost immediately the CSAC split into two faclioo 
The anti-Fyke group, consisting almost solely of ih 
student members, was led chiefly by Mike While, a your 
Methodist miaister aod graduate student in philosophy 
Kent. ^ pro-Fyke faction was made up mostly of facui 
aHminKtrstni-^ and nonuniyersilV.peODle. it was led 
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uL, J* the Che'S^s that Wlute teveted'oMKl etrongly 
apiiul l^sHnan end Roberts «>a! ''U tbief mre loo 
cldsely tied to Fyke to reach aa ui. . ised sssesstneni of 
the KSU security force. Eloth Castmatt aod Roberts bad 
been Fyke's teachers at Micbigaa Stale University police 
school from I960 to 1963. (That <was tbe same lime 
that (he MSU police school was setlu^ up Diem's 
secret police operation in South Vietnam. | L^r. Fyke 
and Eastman worked 'or the Public Admit^ralion 
Service, a consulting firm, in Cliicago. While (here they 
served as consultants to (he Pfesidem’s Comraiisioo on 
Ciinw, helping to write the conmnssion's reporl on police 
administration. 

In I96S Roberts cane to KcM Stale as coordinator of 
(he law^nforcemenl studies program. He was followed 
two years later by Eastman, who took over the fore- 
runner of the present CcMcr for State and Local Govern- 
ment. In 1969 Fyke arrived at Kent Stale, working first 
as a researcher in Eastman's operation. After the kUings 
all three served as consultants to the univerdiy conunissioa 
set up to reorganize the campus police depatunenl. 
Finally on January I, 1971, Fyke became KSU dutcior 
of security, a position analogous to campus chief of 
police. In addition. Fyke and Roberts were mayor con- 
tributors to the book Muwcrpnf Pofnr Admitiiitoiion 
edited by Eiilman in 1969. PuWisbed by the Inumaiional 
City Managers Association, it is (he standard work In its 
field. 

When 1 asked Fyke about bis connections with the 
other two. he said that he had been Roberu' and East- 
man's student at MSU. Roberts at first denied this. East- 
man denied having had anything to do with Fyke's being 
employed at KSU. All three denied having been involved 
in the MSU Vietnam proieet. 

The fim major issue of dispute wHbm the CSAC 
was the keeping of intelligence dossiers by the KSU 
security force. White push^ for inspection of the files 
by (he CSAC; Ensiman and Roberu resisied. On May 5. 
1972. Olds granted CSAC permission to inspeci the 
records. Tbe next day Fyke to Mock the inspection, 
claiming ihai it would ^ "unethical and illegal." Finally, 



at the end of May, a CSAC subconmitKe was afiowed l» 
look at (he index to the intelligence files, but not at the 
actual Ales, 

The subcommittee found 3J100 names in (he index- 
only fifteen of which conce r ned active crMsinal eases. 
Almost all files were leas than a year oU. The Dimes 
were indexed according to (he following critetia: persons 
arresied or aboul to be anested for iwcolns. violeol 
revolutionary activity, gambling and prosiiloiion; names 
submilled by other agencies; vicshita; infonDers; sex- 
related crimes and pomogmplKrs. The iadex also con- 
tained noflcoded entries of nctivisl factriiy, Kent city 
ministers and memben of (he VVAW, Ac Mack United 
Students and the Kent Gay Uberafion FronL According 
.... to (he subcommittee report there vren no index entry 

codes for orrmertv thefr — ihr nwwt co m mon .r a imm s crime 


' tMe evenmg Itiie in the spring quatur. while tbe 
efiort to gain a; 'ss to the files was being pushed. While 
drove from th SU campus to downlovm Kent to visit 
some friends. Shortly after arriving, be looked out the 
front window of his friend's bouse and saw an unmarked 
car parked across the street with two KSU security ofliceis 
inside. Parked a shon distattce away was a KSU police 
ember with (wo more officers inside. In the driveway of 
the house was another unmarked car with three KSU 
security officers and director of security Fyke inside. While 
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and a lawyer friend went outside to find out what the 
KSU police were doin^ They were told Aai a license plau 
check was being run on tbe lawyer's car which was parked 
In the driveway. Later, when the CSAC asked Fyke what 
.his depanutein's jurisdiction was outside KSU property. 
Fyke said. “Our authority oB campus is (bat of a peivtte 
ciioen." 

Throughout the ipring and summer. Fyke denied m- 
peaiedly that the inloeinatioa in the inieHigence dosaien 
was being shared with other agencies. Finally, u tte 
August 18th CSAC meeting, he revetted himself and 
admitted that for more than a yMt and a half tbe KSU 
security foece had been exchat^ng files at weekly umI 
MweeUy meetings with local police departmenu. the OMo 
Slate Patrol, tbe Ohio Nation^ Guard and other 
According to CSAC documeou, Fyke also expiesaed • 
belief that "any employer baa a right to know all he can 
aboul a prosp^ve employee, legardles Of wbetber it il 
information M a ooucrimuial or peisonal natun." 

The dissembiaiioo of the KSU inlefligeoce data ia psol^ 
aMy far greater than even this would indicate. In earn 
cf his first moves as security tfirector. Fyke tied the KSU 
iccwriiy force into the FBFs National Crime InfoimatiM 
Center (NCIC). a highly computerized iofomiation stor- 
age and retrieval system that by 197S win provide every 
police agency in the United States with access to the 
records of every other police ageoey. 

While the battle of the dossiers was being fou^ 
in Kent, Ron Mohr was moving toward a t^tatemeot 
hearing before the Ohio Slate Personnel Board of Review. 
Tbe hearing was held in Columbus on October 4, befoR 
two <d the board's tbree members, Frank E Avtea and 
Eari W. Allison. Avten is a former state highway paunl- 
man; Allison is a former prosecuting attorney in Franklin 
County (Columbus), who admitted during the bearing 
that he had superi^ undercover narcotics ageoti M 
pan of his job. 

There are at least four peculiarities about the hearingi. 
Fifxt. neither of the two veterans who exposed Mohr. 
Ken fobason or Alan Morris, was subpoenaed to testify. 
Second, the witnesses against Mohr were intei^vely 
questioned off the record about their political and social 
beliefs. Third, the name of Jim Rucker — the man whoa 
Mohr identified during tbe hearing as having sold him 
the AK-47 and the RPC — was deleted from the official 
trinscripi. Finally tbere was the board's finding which 
reinsuied Mobr. It said, in pan: 

... the Board (was) not favoraMy impressed by tike 
demeanor of these three witnesses (against Mohr] on the 
stand. In several iiisunees. U was (be manner of speak- 
ing and the tone of vmcc rather than the content o( the 
answers which deuscicd from tbe' credibiUly of the 
wiinesies. . . . 

In view of the commendable wey be was carrying our 
his undercover assignment and his straightforward and 
candid testimony, as opposed to the many factors de- 
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At <hat point lh< univenity <ko|^ied il< efoni to leinove 
Mohf from ehc lecuriiy focce. 

Conunefliioj on the cutrcoi utiuHiOA. McKinley said. 
"IVe told Pniidcot Oldi he's loa cowtol «l ihc police 
deptrunenl. Thete ere people op there who have no 
ooiioa of the Firn Amendment to the ConttaMtion. They 
think they're golnf to hold beck the CommiMsi tide. Our 
CoDUituiion't been ebrogiied up there and it bte to be 
teaMened.'' 

Speaking before ihe CSAC. Fyke aaid; "The piesideni'a 
oSIce knew about Roa Mohr many otoiuhs They 
knew that he wat wder. They k*ew hit name. I had 
ttainanee from the petsoanel oAce in aeeing ihai his 
name wu ooi pubUdy bandied abotn. So Tm not inking 
anybody's heat. I don't want anybody ihiitkisg I was doing 
anything underhanded and scunOout and seemive attd 
that other meniben o( the idoitiittniioa dido'l kttow 
anything about U." 

On November 2T. 1972. the Oluo Civil Ubenits Union 
and Ihe ACLU national office brought wit against Kent 
Stale University, its lop ofRciak and members «( its 
security force in U,$. Disirici Court in Ovebad. The 
ACLU charged Ihe univertiCy with unlawful acts of provo- 
cation. Further, acting on behalf the VVAW and vari- 
ous students, the American Civil Liberties Union asked 
more then S250.000 in damagei and m injonclion against 
any funher undercover political survellance on the part 
of the university. 

On January 5, Ohio stale ailomeys moved for dis- 
missal of Ihe care. The state called first for sovereign 
immunity. Since all (he defend^ rrerc being sued for 
(he performance of (heir oRkial duties as dwy under- 
stood them, Ihe state attorneys argued, the suit in diect 
was really against the state of Ohio. Therefore the ACLU 
and Ihe Kent plainlilts must have Ihe stale's content to 
be sued. Ohio would not consem. Further, the state 
attorneys said that even the alleged violaiioits of the 
plaintiffs' coostiiulional rights “does nos. in ilseH. preclude 
the opemioo of sovereign i mm u n Ky." because under- 
cover police operations. mcIudiBg Mohr’s a^mties as a 
provocateur, are part of the slate’s 'Kghesl function; 
nainely to react swiftly and decisiveiy to insure the pro- 
tection of the public security.'’ 

The slate of OUo ebo cooiemtrd that, since nothing 
had happened to them, the Kern (daiMiffs had so grounds 


for pressing Ihe case. The slate attorneys wrote; "Hai 
tiffs would ar jrenily seek a recovery from this Co. 
because they re developed a paranoia and are plagu. 
with tears chat have never been realized- Actions unc 
the federal Civil Rights Act must be based on real a 
not imagined or speculative" violalions of one's cons 
lulional rights. The slate ailomeys continued, "The Co 
siiiution does nor guarantee that government oiiici. 
disclose their identity as such to any person. The ri 
of being . . . betrayed by an informer ... is. the kind 
risk we necessarily assume whenever we speak." 

Finally, the state attorneys called for a dUmissal 
the case because the plaintiffs were not really ioteresi 
in claiming damages. Rather, the plaintiffs were seek! 
a broad-scale investigation of KSU's security and imel 
gence-gathering activities, to be conducted by ihemseh 
as private parties armed with the subpoena power of 
federal district court and the power ol cross-ciaminaiit 
The state ailomeys warned, “courts should not venlu 
into a realm foreign to the judiciary, one in which manai 
able standards may not yet have been developed, 
resolve Ihe competing claims as to the appropriaiem 
of technical details of the security system." 

What it all comes down to is that the state ol Oh 
has declared the highest function of government to 
the maintenance of security. To achieve this end the su 
of Ohio has time and again shown itself willing to perm 
even to demand, that its security officers perform at 
that, were they committed by a j^vate eiiizen, would ’ 
criminal. It is no coincidence that the chief case cited i 
the stale in its move to dismiss the Mohr case w 
Krause v. Rhodes- Krause is a Pittsburgh electrical cot 
pany executive who is trying lo sue the state of Ohio f< 
the wrongful death of his daughter. Allison. Along wi 
Jeffrey Miller, Sandy Scheuer and Bill Schroedat, si 
was killed by the Ohio National Guard on May 4, i97‘ 
at Kent Stale University. 

The courts held in that case that the Guardsmen wl 
killed the lour students and wounded nine others we 
uginit and Insitumenialiiiet of the sum and, as sue 
immune to justice in the U.S. courts. [
